Coverage of Special Cuba Target 


1. | described a 19 January special 

collection effort by OLD HEAD Mission 113 against the Russian 
Merchant Ship PRIDNEPROVSK to' determine its port of arrival in Cuba 
and, if possible, to further identify her cargo. The Navy had 
acquired photographic coverage of the PRIDNEPROVSK south of 
Bermuda on 12 January and identified the following equipment on 
deck; (a) three R820 radio van trucks; (b) three ZIL-157 workshop 
vans; (c) three generators; and (d) two POL tanks. OLD HEAD 
missions were not flown on 16, 17, and 18 January because of 
unfavorable weather. Mission 113 on 19 January covered Havana, 
Mariel, and other northern ports but neither the vessel nor 
evidence of her cargo was found. Search of available photography 
will continue and any significant results will be reported out 
immediately.
